Fanner Jones desired to negotiate a 


loan at his local bank. 


"Just what la your financial condl- 


Uonl" the banker asked him. 


"Why," said Jones, "I own a house 


and Jand, and a couple of horses and 
some cows and live stock, and an or- 
chard and—" 


"Have you a detailed Inventory 


Jhowlng the value of these things?" the 
banker Interrupted him. 


"No—o," the fanner replied. 
"I 


haven't time to bother keeping books." 


"Good gracious, man I" exclaimed 


the banker, "anyome can keep books. 
Tb« way the thing's worked out now- 
adays it doesn't require more than 
flve minutes' work a day. Then when 
you come here for a loan you could 
produce a sheet of paper and say, 
•Here's what I've got, here's what'I 
owe, and here's what I'd have In cash 
If I sold out tomorrow.'

The foundation of any set of books 


!« an Inventory showing the farmer's 
wsets and liabilities. The assets In- 
«ttd« «al estate, live stock, machinery 


farm produce at market price*, less 
cost of marketing; farm supplies at 
cost; machinery and tools at a price 
allowing for annual depreciation. The 
liabilities should Include mortgages, 
notes and accounts payable. The sum 
of the Utilities deducted from the to- 
tal asseH will show tbe farmer's net 
worth. 


Classification of Account*. 


While on inventors Is generally the 


first thing a banker ask* for when 
making a Iban be also wants to know 
the sources of Income. By going Just 
a little further tbe farmer can keep 
records that will enable him to know 
his profits and losses. Thl» requires a 
classification of accounts In which cer- 
tain principles should be followed. The 
precise classification to be used Is de- 
termined by the prevailing conditions 
on the farm In question.

phases of farm bookkeeping are con- 
tained In Farmers' Bulletin 511, "Farm 
Bookkeeping;" Farmer*' Bulletin 5T2, 
"A System of Farm Cost Accounting," 
and Farmers' Bulletin 782, "The Use 
of a Diary for Farm Accounts."

A clear nnd well-defined exposition 


of the official attitude of the1 Amer, un 
Legion toward organized labor is con- 
tained In n bulletin sent oat by na- 
tional headquarters of the Legion In 
Indianapolis, setting forth the state- 
ment on the question issued by I'ust 
National Commander D'Oller, wh ell 
was adopted by the national conven- 
tion as the Legion's platform In tnd is- 
trlal difficulties. The statement fol- 
lou s: 


"The attitude of the Legion townrd 


organized labor is the same as its at- 
titude towarji all groups of American 
citizens who are Interested In a squ.ire 
deal for all In the maintenance of law 
and order, and the protection of the 
Institutions handed down to us by our 
forefathers. 
In any controversy be- 


tween capital and labor, the Interest 
of the American Legion is confined to 
that of the /maintenance of law and 
order and, without taking part on 
either side. In ose a situation shculd 
arise «here life and propertj are en- 
dangered. It is the duty of members 
of the l^cgion to perform their full 
dut> as I'ltlzons according to their 
own «joti9cJence and understanding. 


"In I such a contingency it la the 


Legion man's duty to assist in the 
maintenance of law and order by act- 
ing as au Individual and offering his 
service* to the duly-constituted author- 
ities for the maintenance of law and 
order. There is nothing to prevent 
the Individual member o( the Legion 
as_ an Ir dividual J!r<yn '.uklni either 


Following advices from the adju- 


tant general of the army to the effect 
that it la impracticable Cor tb* War 
department, without a special appro- 
priation for transportation expense*, 
to provide military eacortt for tb* 
burial at Philadelphia of *oldler d«ad 
whose bodies are being returned from 
overseas, the Philadelphia county com. 
mlttee of the Legion has appealed to 
President Wilson to provide at leojt 
two firing squads for this pnrpoae 
from Camp Dii or through the Frank- 
ford arsenal, at Philadelphia. 


"The American Legion representa- 


tives," the letter reads, "were not sat- 
isfied with the excuse offered by the 
adjutant general of the artnjr tor re- 
fusing to assist In meeting tht* emer- 
gency. The bodies of soldier deed of 
the A. E. F. are being returned to 
Philadelphia dally, and a* many aa 
five requests a day are being received 
by the American Legion. Tb* Legion, 
through its representative* in the 
county organisation, took tbe poattlon 
that It cannot avoid Ita rttponatbiUtr 
to honor these men who gare their 
lives for their country. 


"The United States army la now re- 


cruited to a strength of 800,000. It 
was the unanimous opinion among tb* 
Leglan representatives of the 79 po*ta 
In this county, that aa commander la 
chief of the United State* army, you 
might consider It a privilege to aaatgn 
to Philadelphia 19 men who might 
serve as military escorts, thus asalat- 
log the American Legion In perform- 
ing a paramount patriotic duty."

The necessity for this Is 
plain In the fact that rats begin to 
breed at three months and have from 
six to tec litters a year, with en aver- 
age of ten young to each litter, 


Riddance Possible. 


Specialists of the department of ag- 


riculture for years have made exten- 
sive studies of rats nnd methods of 
•^terminating them. No matter how 
>adly a house may be Infested with 
rats, these experts maintain, tlie use 
of the methods perfected by them will 
absolutely, and without doubt, rid tlte 
louse of the rodents. 


Throughout the United States health 


authorities are advocating the use of 
these methods and gratifying results 
are being secured. Thus Kansas has 
designated a special "nit day." Cin- 
cinnati is spending thousands of dol- 
lars in a rat campaign, and similar 
movements are being conducted at 
Norfolk, along the Gulf coast, and in 
many othqr cities.

Bureau of Crop Estimates Puts Total 


at Nearly Nln* Million Tons- 


Hit* Sugar Prices. 


According to the bureau of crop es- 


timates the United States will harvest 
«Hs year nearly 0,000,000 tons of beets 
or 2,000,000 tons more than the nors 
real crop. 
Normally In the United 


States we produce about 17 pounds of 
beet sugar per capita, whereas this 
year we shall produce about 21 or 22 
pounds of beet sugar per capita. This 
extra four or five pounds of beet 
sugar will doubtless have something 
to do with reducing sugar prices to 
a more reasonable basis during tha 
next year.
